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PREFACE. 


AM well perſwaded of the Cenſures and Reproaches, with 

which I ſhall be loaded for thus interfering in the diſpute 
of the Day; but having Truth on my fide I don't fear wea- 
thering out the ſtorm. And who can tell, but an arrow thus 
ſhot at a venture, may ſucceed like David's pebble, in bringing 
down ſome of the proud Goliahs of the day, to acknowledge 
Gov's word, as the rule of faith and practice? However, I 
ſhall leave this with Gop, who works all things after the 
Counſel of his own Will. Let thoſe who are diſpoſed to cavil, 
firſt read and then cendemn.—The liberty of the Preſs is one 
of the many bleſſings, enjoyed in Great Britainz and it is as 
true, that this privilege is proſtituted by many, to the baſeſt 
purpoſes, (Witneſs, ſome recent Publications on Political 
Subjects.) It is therefore, (in my opinion, ) the duty of every 
one, according to his ability, to contribute as much as poſſible 
towards the Public Peace and ſafety, by promoting a counter- 
acting ſpirit, to that of Sedition gone out into the Nations. 
It is with a deſire to forward this good work, and accompliſh 
ſuch a glorious end, that I conſent to the Publication of the 
ſubſequent pages. When I firſt ſat down to write on the ſubject, 
I had not the leaſt intention to publiſh, only to collect a few 
materials together, in the form of a Sermon, far the improve- 
ment and eſtabliſhment of my own Hearers. But I am now 
by the importunity of my friends prevailed on, to commit the 
little work (in its imperfect, and unpoliſhed ſtate,) to the 
mercy of the Public; And if it be uſeful (in a ſmall degree) 
to the intereſt of my King and Country, I ſhall willingly bear 
the reproaches of the World. What could I not do in the 
ſervice of a cauſe ſo truly glorious? To ſerve the beſt King, 

an 
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and happieſt Country in Europe, I ſhould be ambitious to de- 
dicate fifty lives, if poſſeſſed of ſo many! 


I have here endeavoured as far as my plan would permit, to 
ſtate Royalty and Republicaniſm, in their proper colours. The one 
drawn as with a ſun- beam, and the ghaſtly features of the other, 
as drawn in blood. The Reader will find the ſtandard of my 
Sentiments to be the word of Gop; that pure fountain of truth, 
which is the only true guide, to the bewildered mind ; and the 
beſt inſtrument to extricate the credulous, ſrom the ſophiſtry 
of deſigning men. Till this grand ſource of inſtruction is well 
conſulted, the mind will fall an eaſy prey to the novel craft, 
and ſubtle devices of thoſe men, who lie in wait to deceive. 
Were this old faſhion book more attended to, I will dare to 
affirm, there would be more Loyalty, Piety, and Humility 
among us; and leſs Sedition and Diſtraction.—I have paſſed 


over many things ſlightly in theſe ſheets, as I prefer brevity to

comparing it with the ſtandard of all truth; praying the Lorp 
to bleſs it to every Reader, and aſſuring the world that the 
profits ariſing ſrom the ſale of the work, will be ſolely applied:

| A- THOUGH, (as a worthy prelate once obſerved,*) 
preaching morality is not preaching the goſpel, ture I am, 
that every moral and civil duty 1s inculcated in the goſpel; nor 
is any thing more evidently proved, than the ſupremacy of 
Princes, and the allegiance of the Subject: Which in the ſequel 
of this diſcourſe ſhall appear. When therefore divinely autho- 
rized, and impelled by the neceſſity of the times, who can be 
ſilent? While Anarchy and Republicaniſm are making ſuch 
alarming ſtrides, and diffuſing their pernicious effects on every 
hand; ſhould we hold our peace, the ſtones would reproach 
our ſilence! Or ſhould we affe a neutrality in the preſent ſtate 
of things, it would in my opinion be contemptible! Therefore 


as men, let us declare our attachment to peace, and as 
Chriſtians, pray for our rightful Sovereign. And while Papiſts, 
and Republican Levellers, encroach on the Sovereign Prero- 
gative, it is our privilege to maintain it with our lives and 
fortunes; nor can Lever acknowledge but one, ſuperior to the 
King, viz, „the Loxp of Loxns, and KinG of Kings.” 


As to the Scribblers of the day, who talk about the Sove-

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reign People, &c. we hall leave them with the Almighty to 
refom; and to convince them of the Sin of dey oling 'rinces, 
Gop only has a right to bring down the mighty from their {-.ar, 
and to exalt them of low degree, But it is evident in theſe 
modern Depoſers and Murderers, that they have no fear of 
God betore their eyes: And while they are aniuiug the Po- 
pulace with the name of Freedom, they are impoling their 
curſed yoke on all that fall into their hands, There is not a 
man among them poſſeſſing real Freedom, but Prince and 
Peaſant ſuſpected of dilafiection, fall victims to their revenge 
without diffinftion, From all ſuch Liberty and g! 
Mana, G0 Lon deliver us! It is an awful ad for any 
man to aim ar Gop's preropative! Or to deſpiſe and pervert 
his ordinance! He ſays, touch not mine anointed, and do 
my-prophets no harm: but now His commandments are reject. 
ed and His Words are not heard. It is therefore high time te 
humble ourſelves before Gop; to bewail the inſidelity of tlie 
times ; and from our hearts join the Anclent Worthies, in 
ſaying, *God ſave the King.“ 


Theſe were the words of King Saul's ſubjedts, after he was 
confirmed in his kingdom; but he would have been a man by 
himielf, had there been none diſſatisſied and turbulent in the 
nation, Indeed this was never the happineſs of any one yet; 
nor is it to be wondered at, for Gop himſelf annot pleaſe 
every man. However, there was with Saul a band of true men, 
Whale hearts the Top bad touched; who conſequently 
were well affected to his Ferſon and Government: hut the 
children of Beha (mark Who they were, ) ſaid, How ſhall 
this man ſave us?” And they delpuled him, and brought him 
no preſents: But he prudently winked at it, and held his 
peace. (ver, 27.) In further improying the ſubject before us, 
L Hall, 885 : 
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I. Give you my reaſons for conſidering the propriety of 
theſe words upon the preſent occaſion ; and at all times joining 
to ſay, *Gop ſave the King!“ 


II. I ſhall anſwer ſome of the objections commonly mads 
to the King and Britiſh Conſtitution, 


I. The Propriety of uſing theſe words Gon ſave the King,) 


will appear. 


1. By conſidering, that it is an honorable diſtinction, of 
very early date. In the days of Abraham, we read of ſeveral 
Kings, (Gen. xiv.) and that Abraham on hL turn from an 
encounter with them, met Melchizedeck, King of Salem, 
(ver. 18.) who relieved him with bread and wine; and bleſſed 
him and his poſterity. Abraham on the other hand, acknow= 
ledged his Courteſy and Sovereignty : And as a loyal Subject 
gave him a tenth part of all he poſſeſſed, This Metchizedeck 
is celebrated as an eminent Type of Chriſt, our divine Sove- 
reign and High Prieſt; ſurely then the title of Kings, cannot 
be offenſive to Gop, as ſome would ſuggeſt ſo then, it is not 
only a title given to the Lonxp's Vicegerents on earth, but 
aſſumed by Himſelf in Heaven, The Lox is a great King, 
and His name is dreadful among the Heathen, Under this 
idea the Pſalmiſt addreſſed the ſupreme Being, (P/al. xliv. 4.) 
«Thou art my King O Gon, command deliverance to Jacob.“ 
This entreaty ſuppoſes, that the voice of a King is accompa- 
nied with a power to deliver; agreeable to Solomon's worde, 
(Eccl, viii, 4.) Where the word of a King is, there is powerg 
and who may ſay unto him what doeſt thou.“ In P/al. 2. 
Gop commends His Son under that title as an example to the 
Kings of the earth: And exhorts them to be reconciled unto 
Him, as to the ſupreme Sovereign of the whole earth; by 
whon * reign, and and Princes decree juſtice, (Prov, viii. 15. 
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And when the Prophet lays (Jai. xxxii. 1.) a King ſhall 
rule in righteouſneſs, he adds, (ch. Ix. 12.) the Nation and 
Kingdom that will not ſerve Him, ſhall periſh: Yea, thoſe 
9 Nations ſhall be utterly waſted, The Lonp compares Heaven 
| itſelf, in a variety of ſcriptures to a Kingdom. (not a Repub. 
T Ic.) In thoſe days the Gop of Heaven ſhall ſet up a Kingdom 
which ſhali never be deſtroyed. (Dan. ii, 44.) This Kingdom 
is not governed in the form of a Republic, or by an Elected 
King; but by ſuch an one as Gop has thought good to impoſe 
on them: J have ſet my King (ſays the Logo) upon my 
Holy hill of Zion,” (P/al. ii. 6.) He langhs at the madneſs 
"of the People, and brings the counſel of the Wicked to 
"nonghr.” It is evident the Loxp has given his ſanction to 
Monarchial Government, yea, he has given the firſt example 
-of it Himſelf, by inveſting His Son with Regal authority: 
Nor can we ſuppole he would have repreſented Heaven ſo fre- 
* quently under the metaphor of a Monarchy, if that form of 
Government had been contrary to his Will. Therefore to 
attempt the annihilation of that Sacred Title, is the moſt facri- 
legious preſumption! This is a pretence to wiſdom above all 
"that is written; and a robbing of Gop of his glory, in the 
face of inſpired evidence! | 


2. kingly Power and Authority are of divine appointment, 

This has been proved already in part, but to come to parti- 
culars. Gop gave Saul to be Kipg over Iſrael; but you will 
ſay, he gave Saul in his wrath; I admit he did; but he gave 
David in mercy, (a man after His own heartz) and gave the 

| People a conditional promiſe, that while they were obedient 
to his law, he would continue them a King of David's line, to 
the lateſt ages. (Pſal, cxxxii, 11. 12.) The Lonv hath 
ſworn in truth unto David, he will not turn from it. Of the 

. Fruit of thy body will I ſet upon thy throne, If thy children 
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will keep My covenant, and My teſtimonies that I ſhall teach 
them; their children alſo ſhall fir upon thy throne for ever- 
more.” * Here is hereditary Monarchy, eſtabliſhed in the 
houſe cf David by Gop himſelf; Why not then in the houſe 
of Hanover? When the Sc-ptre fell ſrom the hand of David's 
poſterity, it was becauſe they fell from Gop by their iniquity. 


When at any time the line of ſucceſſion has been broken, it 
has been thro? Gov's law being ſome way forgotten. Gop's 


promiſe of hereditary ſucceſſion, is not abſolute, but conditi- 
onal; nor has He bound Higiſelf zo maintain it any longer 
than His conditions are fulfilled. If thy children will keep 
My covenant, &c. their children alſo ſhall fit upon 
thy throne.” | The abuſe of that dignified right, veſted in 


Solomon and his ſon Rehoboam, ultimately turned to their own 
decay, (As in J. Kings, xii, 14.) Rehoboam ſaid unto the 


People, My father (Solomon) made your yoke heavy, but I 
will add to it; my father alſo chaſtiſed you with whips, but J 
w1ll chaſtiſe you with ſcorpions,” This abuſe of power, and 


departing from Gop, was chaſtiſed by alienating ten tribes 


This quotation is doubtleſ; a prophecy relating to the MeMah, : as 


appears from inſpired teſtimony, (At. ii. 30. but it would be wrePbing 


the words indeed to ſuppoſe they had no literal ſignification : The words 


primarily referred to David and his poſterity according to the fleſh, as 


appears from 2. Sam. vii. 12. lt is a conditional promiſe, and therefore 


more filly applied to David and bis children than to Chriſt, to whom the 


promiſes were made abſolute. This is admitted by the ableſt authors 1 
ever conſulted on the paſſage; and perhaps none of them all poſſefiing 
more merit, than the late celebrated and pious Doctor Horn, Biſbop of 
Norwich: Wuoſe words are, This promiſe has a twofold ſenſe; re- 
lating to Solomon as the type, to Chriſt as the ſubſtance.” But ſome may 


ſuppoſe my ſyſtem defeated by the ſpiritual reference of this ſcripture to 
our Saviour; but ſo far from being defeated, it is the more incontro- 
vertably eſtabliſ ed. But if men will indulge a rooted prejudice, or an 


icle fancy, they are likely to blunder from error to error, nd remain for 


er Rrangers to the truth,

from his dominions, which were never more regained. But 


it is not hard to determine which party, (the Prince or the 


People) were moſt culpable in this account. Whoever care- 
fully reads this chapter quoted, will eaſily ſee that this ſeverity 
in Rehoboam's words, was extorted by the riotous afſembly of 


an arrogant People, who ſeditioufly united under a pretext of 


Reformation, to elect Jeroboam their King, who was ſor- 
merly a ſervant to Solomon. Gop was not ſo angry with them 
before, for aſking a King, as for their want of allegiance to 
Him, for they withdrew their necks repeatedly from under His 
yoke, fo that he complains: My people would not hearken 
to my voice, and Iſrael would have none of me! He does not 
blame them ſo much tor aſking a King, as rejecting their God. 
(der. 19) He choſe the King, not to be deſpiſed, but revered and 
ſerved as His Miniſter; a ſentiment inculcated both by the pre- 


. cept and example of our Saviour. Render unto Cæſar the 


things that are Cæſars, and unto God the things that are Gods;“ 
and to enforce the doctrine, He wrought a miracle to ſhew an 
example. Herein he diſplayed His eternal Power and God- 
head, and demonſtrated the truth of His having all Power in 
Heaven, Earth, and Seas; by cauſing a fiſh in the latter to con- 
tribute to his neceſſities. His life was marked with the reverſe 
of hoſtile Intentions againſt the State, and ſo far from expo- 
ſing the Defects of Government, or the abuſe of Power; that 
when they would haye made him King by force, he generoul- 
ly declined it; declaring my Kingdom is not of this Wcrld, 
But is a Kingdom of Grace, Mercy and Peace, ſet up in the 
heart of every Chriſtian, never to be deſtroyed (Dan. ii. 44.) 
His Life was a train of Wonders, and his condudt a Scene of 
unabating Beneyolence to Rich and Poor, Herein he has left 
us an example that we ſhonld follow His ſteps, in Holineſs and 
Righteouſneſs all the days of our life, He was holy, harmleſs 
pndefiled, and ſeparate from Sinners; and at laſt gave him- 
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ſelf for us, a Sacrifice to God, to redeem us from all iniquity, 


3. Gon has commanded us to reyere their perſons, and 
ſerve them in love. By St. Peter, he cemmands us as free men, 
to have our converlation honeit among the Gentiles; that 
whereas they ſpeak againſt us as evil doerz, they may by our 
good works, which they ſhall behold, glorify God in the day 
of viſtationg ſubmmting ourſelves to every ordinance of men, 
for the Lords ſake: Whether to the King as SUPREME; or as 
to the Governois, as unto them that are {ent by Him, for the 
Puniſhment of evil doers, and tor the praile of them that do 
well, Fur ſo is the will of Gop; that with well doing, we 
might put to ſilence the 1gnorance ot fooliſh men: not uſing our 
liberty as a cloak of maliciouſneſs, but as the ſervants of Gop. 
Honour all men: Love the Brotherhood; Fear God; Honour 


the King. (I. Pet. ii.) 


For ſays St. Paul, (Rom. xiii.) „There is no Power but of 
God: the Powers that be, are ordained of Gon. Therefore, 
let every Soul be ſubject to the higher Powers; and, whoſoever 
reſiſteth the Power, reſiſteth the ordinanee of Gon; (mark 
It well) and they that relift ſhall recieve to themſelves damna- 
tion. For Rulers are not a terror to good works, but to evil.” 
(i, e. by maintaining the truth, and putting the Laws in execu- 
tion: And without this, our lives and property would be 
in danger. But ſome are ſo daringly preſumptious, as to defy 
the Power of Gop and Man! A proof, of their infidelity, and 
awtul depravity.) And wilt thou not fear the Power? Do 
that which is good, and thou ſhalt have praiſe of the ſame: 
For he is the Minſter of Gop, to thee for good. (i. e. the 
King) But if thou do that which is evil, be afraid; for he 
þearcth not the ſword in vain: For he is the Miniſter of Gon, 
to execute wrath on him that doeth evil, (whether rich or poor:) 
Wheręlore ye muſt needs be ſnbject, not only for wrath, but foF 
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conſcience ſake. (But Men that hate our King, muſt have no 
conſcience, or it is ſurely ſeared as with an hot iron.) For, 
for this cauſe we pay Tribute alſo; For they are God's Mini- 
ſters, attending continually on this very thing. Render there. 
fore to all their dues: Tribute to whom Tribute is due; cu- 
ſtom, to whom cuſtom; fear, to whom fear; honour, to whom 
honour. Oh Sirs! Who but madmen will countenance Repu- 
blican Principles, and fly in the face of Gov, by denying the 
Scriptures, and following the ignis- ſatuus, of a deluded mind. 


4. Gop has promiſed to make Kings the greateſt bleſſing to 
the Church. (Jai. xlix. 23,) And Kings ſha!) be thy nurſing 
fathers, and Queen: thy nurſing mothers, Thoſe who.coun- 
tenance the preſent faſhion of depoſing Kings, muſt have loſt 
fight of this promiſe entirely; or they would ſtudy rheir own 
intereſt, in maintaining the Right and Authority of their So- 
vereigns, and not in lighting and reviling them. Every im- 
partial man, muſt confeſs our Gracious Sovereign, George the 
third; to be a nurſing Father, and his Queen a nurſing Mo- 
ther to the Nation; Protect ing the Liberties, and tolerating 
the Opinions of all men. In our day every man ſits under his 
own vine and fig · tree, and is at liberty to worſhip Gop aſter his 
own form. But all this does not ſatisfy ſome men; nor would 
they be ſatisfied long, if they had all they wiſhed for, viz, a 
Government of their own contriving: Their minds are 
agitated like a troubled Sea, wiioſe waves caſt up the mire 
and dirt. (Iſai. Ivii. 20.) Thoſe who improve not a few Bleſ+ 
ſings, would probably be as ungrateful if poſſeſſed of more. 


Many Prophets and Wiſe Men, deſired to ſee our Bleſſings, 
but died without the favour. Only by faith could our hap- 
pineſs be ſeen, by the holy Patriarch and Prophets. Thus 
Abraham beheld this day afar off, and was glad. Verily, had 
dur noble Reformers, that ſuffered under Popiſh cruelty, en- 

joyed

joyed our privileges, they would have wondered more at 
Engliſh Republicans, than at the fury of the Popiſh Bigots. 
The Lord make us thankful for our privileges, and fruitful in 
good works, while erjoying them! Remember the fifth com- 
mandment; honour thy Father and thy Mother; (i. e. natural, 
and civil;) andi bleſs God for an equitable, and prudent admi- 
niſtration of Mercy and Judgment, to the numerous families“ 
inhabiting theſe realms, under their Majeſty's parental protecti- 
on... Conſider what ſtimulating encouragements are given to 
the ingenious, ipdeſtrious, and obedient. The Mechanic, the 
lerchant, the Man of Science, and Huſhand-man, find all 
Protection, and every reaſonable happineſs under the 8 
cus reign, of our Sovercign Lord the King. 


Is not our happineſs the envy of all the World? And why? 
Pecauſe we are daily growing rich and populons under à mild 
Government, far from the noiſe of War; while the rights of 
Prince, and. People; are equally ſecured. ' Happy ſhould I be, 
could I ſay in truth, that real Godlineſs reigned as much 
us, as moral, and nah happinels. bir

. There is no doing without a King, or a ſubſtirute to os | 


ply the place, under a different title; no more than the body 
could live witout the head.

And what is there in 
the Title to be dreaded, or objected to? Is it not a Scripture 

| Title? Who then but deluded men would cry no King! Surely a 
ſpirit of deluſion is gone forth among the Nations, caufing them 
to err from the truth, (even in civil things ;) and cauſing them 

ro believe a lie. Indeed this is threatened as an heavy curſe; 
and a Puniſhment for the wickedneſs of preſumptious men. 

(2+ Theſ. ik, 11.) Yea Gon himſelf ſhall ſend a lying ſpirit among 
the Prophets (and Teachers,) leading them aſtray; that he 

might puniſh them with deſtruction, for their pride and pre- 

ſumption, (as we ſee in J. Kings, xxii, &c,) But to the Law and 
to the teſtimony (ſays the Prophet ;) If they ſpeak not accor- 

ding to this word it is,- becauſe there is no truth in them. 


Is not that curſe threatened on Judah, applicable to the 
preſent times? They ſhall paſs through it, hardly beſtead 
and hungry; and it ſhall come to paſs that when they 
ſhall be hungry, they ſhall fret themſelves, and curſe their 
King and their Gop, and ſhall look upwards, and they ſhall 
look to the earth; and behold trouble, darkneſs, and dimnefs 
of anguiſh; and they ſhallbe driven to darkneſs, 1/ai. viii. 21 22* 
Verily, this Scripture ſeems to be fulfilling every day! While 
men of depraved and corrupt minds, are daily ſowing the ſeeds 
of diſcord and ſedition, and ſtriving to ſubvert all good order 
among us, as well as in the neighbuuriug Kingdoms. 1 


The word ſays, „Thou ſhalt not curſe (nor ſpeak evil of) 
the Ruler of thy people. (Exod. xxii. 28. and Ads. xxiii. 5.) 
But many there are among us, willingly ignorant of theſe 
things; who neither ſtudy the Scriptures, fear Gon, nor 
regard man! This conduct is an awful preſage, of impending 
ruin! — Others there are among us, equally pitiable, as to 
their ſtate and conduct; in that they daily wreft Gop's word, 
(to 
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{to their own ſelfiſh contracted views,) while all their thoughts 
are againſt him for evil.

| Theſe things ſhould awake our minds, from the flumber of 
inattention, to remember the public good in our private devo- 
tion! tor it is a day of trouble and treading down. (Jai. xxit, 5.) 
Gov's glory and authority are trodden down - Moral Precepts - 
and ſound Doctrines are trodden down— The Godhead of Chriſt 
and the Blood of the Covenant, are now trodden down, by the 
daring ſocinians of our day. No wonder indeed, that ſuch 
ſpeak againſt temporal Princes, when they would uncrown the 
RING of GLoxy, Theſe are ſelf willed, having not the ſpi- 
rit, Filthy dreamers! who are not afraid to ſpeak evil of dig- 
nities. (2. Pet, ii, 10, and Jude 8.) But ſee their awful por- 
tion, who thus contemn the authority of the law. (Heb. x, 
28, 29.) He that deſpiſed Moſes's Law, died without mercy 
under two or three witneſſes: of how much ſorer puniſhment, 
ſuppoſe ye, ſhall he be thought worthy, who hath trodden un- 
der foot the Son of God, and hath counted the Blood of th, 
Covenant an unholy thing, and hath done deſpite unto the 
Spirit of Grace? For we know him that hath ſaid, Vengeance 
belongeth unto me, I will repay it ſaith the Lord.” 


God has given ns promiſes concerning Kings, that all the Ja- 
cobins and Republicans on earth, can never demoliſh or overturn. 
(ſee ai. Ix, 3; where ſpeaking of the Glory of Mefſiah's King- 
dom, ) he ſays, «The Gentiles ſhall come to thy light, and Kings 
to the brightneſs of thy riſing.” Here is no mention made of Pre- 
ſidents, Chairmen, Stadtholders, or Lord Protectors; but Kings, x 
and how ſhould this promiſe be fulfiled, if Levellers were to pre” 
vail, in ſuppreſſing that order and title? ſee alſo Rev. xxi, 23, ny 
where the Apoile is deſcribing the Now Jeruſalem, (i. e. the | 
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Church of God, ) ſays, «The City had no need of the Sun, neither 
the Moon toſhine on it ; for the Lamb is the light thereof: And 
the nations of them that are ſaved, ſhall walk in the light of it, 
And the Kings of the earth do bring their Glory and Honor 
into it.” The Apoſtle ſpeaks of Kings again, not Republicans, 
And from this deſcription of the Church, and Kingly benefi- 
cence to it, may we not ſay, Bleſſed are the people, who 
are in ſuch a caſe; yea, bleſſed are the people whoſe Gor is 
the Loxp, no weapon formed againſt them ſhall proſper.” 
David could ſay, when deſtitute of human comfort; This 
God will ſet me in fafety from him that puffeth at me.“ 
(Pal. xii, 5.) Among all the promiſes given us by our Sa- 
viour, -there was not one made to deliver us from our alle - 
giance to Kingly Government, tho' he knew the greateſt part 
of the earth at that time, to be governed by Defpots, who 
bad no fear of Gov before their eyes. And his making no 
promiſe of the kind was not for want of power; for all power 
in heaven and earth was given unto him, to do whatſoever 
pleaſed him; but he never fignified an intention to ſuppreſs 
that dignified order in the world, but on the other hand, to 
make Kings a part of his Church, as well. as a bleſſing to it. 
The Saviorr told his Diſciples that if-he made them free, they 
ſhould be free indeed; and yet theſe holy men enjoying the 
ſublimeſt Freedom, inculcated a due ſubmiſſion. to Laws. 
Indeed Liberty without Laws, and Society without Subordi- 
nation, are equally incompatible with Reaſon and Religion. 


6. All Chriſtians are commanded to pray for the King: (And 
the eſſectual fervent prayer of the Righteous availeth much. 
a certain Queen uſed: to expreſs more fear of the prayers of 
one man, than from the hoſtile force of fifty thouſand.) And I f 
am ſure, if we believe in the Apoſtle's doctrine, we ſhall follow ; 
him as a loyal Subject. He exhorts, (7. Tim. ii. 1. 2. &c.) 


That firſt of all 9 prayers, interceſſions, and giving 
of 
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of thinks, be made for all men; for Kings and all that are in 
authority; that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life, in all 
godlineſs and honeſty: For this is good and acceptable, in the 
ſi»hr of Gop onr Saviour, Thoſe therefore, who curſe the 
King, act worſe than Balaam !—When he was tempted by 
riches and honors, to curſe the choſen of Gop ; he confeſſed 
he could go ro further in good or evil, than permitted | 
Saying, low can 1 curfe, whom Gov hath not curſed 2” 
But there are ſome, who look for perfection in Kings, tho? | 
there is nothing but corruption in themſelves. Our duty to 
pray for them, ſuppoſes them to be but men ; and men of like g 
patons with ourſclyes; nor would they be fit for human ſoci- 
ety if they were not. It is our duty to pray that their laws 
and lives, may be kept conſiſtent with the word of God ; and 
that they may reign in the] hearts of their ſubjects. When 
the people have forgotten, or neglected their duty, ir has 
ſometimes happened that Gon has given them turbulent Kings, 
to chaſtiſe and humble, as well asto govern them: This 
all hiſtories abundantly teſtify, both ſacred and profane. Let 
us therefore, be earneſt with Gos in prayer, for our King and f 
Country; and eſpecially at this time, while the ſcourge of the 
Almighty, is paſſing' thro? the nations. The Lond's voice 
crieth unto the City, and the man of wiſdom ſhall ſee Thy 
name: Hear ye the rod, and who hath appointed it. | 
( Hicah. vi. 9.) But Gon complains, that they will not 
hearken to his voice, but that they pull away their ſhoulders, 
and ſtop their ears, that they ſhould not hear. And that they | 
harden their hearts as an adamant, leſt they ſhould hear the 
law of the Lond. (Zech. vii. 11. 12.) ut hadſt thou | 
hearkened to my commandments,”  (laith the Loxpz) (then 
had thy peace been as a river, and thy n. as the 
Waves of the ſea, Jai. alviii, 18.

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In praying for our Sovereign, we pray for the peace of Je? 
ruſalem. (Pſal. cxxii. 6. i.e. the peace, and proſperity ef 
The Church;) which is nouriſhed in all ber forms, and indulged 
in all her opinions, under the genial ſhadow of a pacific Prince. 
But inſtead of theſe bleſſings, Gop would be juſt in ruling us 
with a rod of iron, and daſhing us in pieces like a potter's 
veſſel! For our ſins, as a people are daily provoking the ven- 
geance of Heaven. For thro' profanenefs and diſſipation, 
ſwearing and adultery, neglecting and perverting the ordi- 
nances of Gop; the land monrneth, (Jer. xxiii. 10.— 
Iſai. axxiv. 4. j.——Hoſe in. 2 ) Yea, the whole Creation 
groaneth, and travaileth in pain together until now, (Jews 
and Gentiles,) under their enormous guilt; and not only ſo, 
bur we ourſelves alſo, who have the firſt fruits of the ſpirit; 
even we, groan within ourfelves to be delivered. (not from 
Kings but) from our corruptions. ( Rom. viii. 22, 22) Gon 
help us to lay fin to heart, and like the Ninevites, humble 
ourſelves before him: And who can tell but he may be en- 
treated, to deliver us from our preſent fears, and the fury of 
our enemies. Let usamendour ways before Gon, and the times 
will mend—Let us pray more, and we ſhall live happier—PI! 
Warrant if men loved prayer more, they would have leſs idle 
time to plot againſt Government: But when people can find 
nothing to do with Gop, nor for him, the Devil will employ 
them.—The mind of man is too active to be long idle, and 
Satan too vigilant to ſee them want employ. But happy for 
thoſe who have waged war with him, and engaged to ſerve 
under the banner of Chriſt. His yoke is eaſy, his burden 
;  bight, and his wages an incorruptible crown that fadeth not 
away. , 


Many complain of the burden of Taxes, but very few of the 
: | burden 
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burden of Sin. They ſerve their King aud Country with res 
þ gret, but the Devil with delight. They ſeldom complain of 
5 his ſervice being hard; nay, they cheerfully obey his com- 
| mands : For to one he ſays come, and he cometh; to another 
go, and he goeth; and to the third, do this, and he doeth it, 
They will ſerve him with their lives and fortune, with their 
youth and old age: But let Gop command, and they are deaf 
— They are like the adder that ſtoppeth her ear, and will not 
hear the voice of the Charmer, charm he never ſo wiſely. 
The apoſtate ſons of Adam, are naturally attached to the 
| works of darkneſs; and this attachment is the ſource of all 
the reigning evils of the day; even of rebellion againſt their 
lawful Princes. If I underſtand any thing of the Bible, and 
the doctrines of our eſtabliſh'd Church; public teachers begin 
at the wrong end of religion, who inculcate moral duties, 
without divine Graces, Firſt promote conyerſion to God, and 
| that will cauſe reformation among men. But 


? | 7, and laſtly, I can adopt the text from my heart, (and 
: fay, **Gop ſave the King!”) Becaule he is a worthy example 
to the nation: As a good huſband, a tender parent, a faithful 
friend, and a mild Prince. Nor is the Queen leſs admirable | 

in her deportment. A variety of well authenticated facts, prove 

7 her Majeſty's intrinſic worth, and draw her illuſtriou character 
f and virtnes as with a Sun beam; while the impreſſion they 
make on the heart of her loyal (I was nearly ſaying her adoring) 
Subjects, is durable as the engraving on braſs! Oh! What en- 

_ dearing examples of conjugal Happineſs, and paternal affection 
to the preſent Generation? The Lord increaſe their happineſs 
a thouſand fold, and bleſs their example to the inferior ſort, 
I am not aſhamed to confeſs beſore God, and in the face of 
the world; that the oaths that I have taken to my King and 
Country, do not bind me more ſeeurely, than the love I have 
ro 
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ro his perf6n and Government.“ Some peſtilent men, have 
endeavoured to caſt an odium on the authority of Kings, by 
partial repreſentations; and by ſcraping up a few unpleaſant ex- 
nn of tyrants once exiſting, and the tyrannies exerciſed by 
them in different nations. But are all men villains, becauſe 
ſome have ſuffered at tyburn? Is Phyſic to be deſpiſed, becauſe 
In ſome caſes it is ſtrong poiſon? Were all the Diſciples to be 
"dreaded becauſe one was a Traitor? How fooliſh, and yet 

how common are ſuch concluſions, in this ſeditious age 
They are however beneath a conſiderate mind, and eſpecially 
me mind of a Chriſtian. Never were more awful Tragedies 
"ated on the ſubejct, under any King, than what were 
"afted among the Romans, when under a Republican form of 
Government; as every Hiſtorian well knows. Nor were any 
people ever more fleeced and oppreſſed, under the moſt cruel 
deſpot in Europe, than the Roman vaſſals under their triumvi- 
rates. And if all men in authority were evilly diſpoſed, (as ſome 
would ſuggeſt,) it were better to be fleeced by one, than by 


When 1 recolle& the devotional conduct bf the Nation, a few years ago, 
- When the indiſpoſition of our Sovereign excited ſuchaſympathy and concern, 
Aa almoſtevery breaſt; and the nation panting with defire as one man, to 
ſee him again reſtored ; and when we contraſt with that, the preſent mur- 
muring diſaffeRion ; 1 am conſtrained to exclaim, «How is the gold become 
dim ! how is the moſt fine gold changed!” Lan. iv, 1.) How ſoon are 
| they moved from their honorable itegrity? to believe the machinations of 
feducers, who are enemies to God, ſtrangers to the truth, and who would 
_ glory in accompliſhing their iofernal purpofes in our deſtruftion! Bux 
| hal we be ſo duped as to relinquiſh Reaſon and Religion together? tofem- 
brace ſuch fallacious pretenſions ? ſurely no ! but rather let us endeavor to 
| reclaim out brethen and countrymen, unguardedly taken in the ſnare, I 
am ſorry to hear, that ſome men are ſo obſtinately perſevering in their own 
. deluſions, aa to decline the ſight of any publication tending to reclaim them, 
Tell it not in Gath ! publiſh it not in the ſtreets of Aſkelon ; leſt the 


daughters of the | Philiſtines rejoice, 1K the uncircumciſed Rebels

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many. Beſides my plea is, that Kingly authority is founded in 
Scripture; and thereſore, however unpopular the doctrine, 
we are bound in duty to maintaig it: And in the name of Gop, 
let us rather die with tbe truth, than outlive it ! And having, 
the Gop of truth on our ſide. and the truth of God in our 


hearts; we ſhall be good ſubjects to King George and King 


Jeſus : Holding faſt the ſword of the Spirit, which is the word 
of Gop ; we ſhall wax valliant in warfare, turning to flight the 
armies of the Aliens; and finally by it, be made conquerers 
over the world of fin. I wiſh I could ſee thoſe who dictate 
Reformation, to the families of their Governors, firſt begin it 
in their own | But alas! T hey ſee a mote in anothers eye, and 
allow :. beam in their own. Many of theſe pretended Re- 
formers (or more properly Diſturbers) know not what they 
want, what they ſpeak, nor whereof they affirm, The hope 
of plunder ſtimulates tbouſands to thirſt for Revolutions, while 
others are ever ſeeking ſomething new. Theſe are 


-ſtriking at every honourable diſtinction, to bring it into con- 


tempt among the multitude. But are not the Titles of Lords, 
Dukes, and Kings, as antient as the Bible? Was not Abra- 
ham's Ambaſſador called Lord? (Gen xxiv, 18.) And was not 
the Title applied to Maſters and Govenors by our Saviour ? 
(John xv, 15) And do we not read of the Dukes of Eſau, ac- 
cording to their families, after their places, and by their names? 
(Gen xxxvi, 40, Cc.) The antiquity of theſe, none but Deiſts 
will diſpute ; and had our noble Progenitors thought* theſe 
diſtinctions uſeleſs, they would doubtleſs have aboliſh'd them long 
ago !--They had asmuch ſpirit and authority as we have, and 
yet judged it their duty (not to weaken, but) to hold up the 
hands of theu Governors; and cheerſully to co-operate with 
their endeayours, to promote and maintain the public Peace. 


When 
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Wen Iſrael had no King, they had no order; but every 
man did that which was right in his own eyes, (but ſee Deut. 


i 8.) This would be our cafe ina ſhort time, it Levelling 


principles reigned among us. Let us view the features of 
Republicaniſm, drawn in the blood of a neigh bouring Na- 
tion“, and then ſay, „Who but Butchers and Canivals 


would cry, No King! The author of a recent publication, in 


ſtriving to eſtabliſn his darling ſyſtem, feels himfelf under the 
embarraſs'd neceſſity of inſinuating the invalidity of Human 
Laws, made prior to our time, and without our conſent ; 
tho' it is impoſſible a ſingle ſtatute could be made with every - 
man's approbation. He even goes ſo tar as to aver, that 
in an age of civilization like ours, there is little nectility of 
laws, or any kind ot Government to enforce them; (a ſenti- 
ment directly tending to every ſort of rapacity and diſorder.) 
On the ſame ground we may object to the laws of Gop, 
which were made long beſore our time, and entirely without 
our concurrence; and yet exiſting, for the eternal benefit of 
thonſauds now unborn. I am furry to think a treatiſe of ſuch 
unhappy vendency, ſhould have been mtroduced into the world, 
under ſuch a miſtaken title. Had it been called the Wrongs 
of Man, there certainly would have been more propriety in 
the title: But the Rights of Man,” ſonnded on the Abro- 
gation of a Code, caſt in the Model of Diviae Law; is ſurely 
an hypotheſis that none but the Devil could ſuggeſt. Laws 
and ordinances of divine appointment, are as binding now 
as when at firſt projected, tho” men have loſt their power and 
deſirc to fulh] them. All other things nal! wx old as a 
gar:neut, but Gop's Laws (in all their branches) Hall endure 
lor ever. The fit preacher of the 'Leveliing 5 em chat I 
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ſome may rage and imagine vain things, while others reel to 
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remember reading of, was Satan; that grand father of lies, 
(Cen. iii. 5.) For envying the dignified happineſs of our 


firſt Parents, and minded to overthrow them, he beſieged 


them; not by fierce aſſault, but by perſevering ſubtlety : 
Saying, to the weaker veſlel, **Gop knows that in the day 
you do this thing, your eyes ſhall be opened, and ye fall be 
as Gops, knowing both good and evil. This ſuggeſtion ſuc- 
ceeded to his wiſh, and to their moſt fatal coſt: For ſtimulated 
by propoſals of Equality with Gop, the unguarded and Inno- 
cent tair, was precipitated into a trial of the infernal ſcheme : 
Perhaps as little ſuſpecting the conſequence that enſued, as 
the modern converts to that ſyſtem, who with to give it a 
ſecond trial, 


The falſe appearance of this ſtrange ſyſtem, allured the 
Iſraelites into the ſnare, and buried them at laſt in their madneſs 
and folly, ¶ Numb. «vi. 2.) For Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, 
deſirous to ſuppreſs the dignity of Moſes, and Aaron, (the 
Loxy's General and High Prieſt,) and to bring their miſſion 
into contempt with the multitude; aſſembled: in a riotous 
manner, and diſputed their authority : Saying, *Ye take 


too much upon you, ſeeing all the congregation are holy every 


one of them, and the Loxb is among them: Wherefore then 
lift you up yourſelves above the congręgation of the Loxp ?”? 
This was a part of their hoſtile conduct, but the Almighty ſoon 
decided the diſpute, by vindicating the honor of His ſervants, 
and avenging the ſedition of their adverſrries, with a fearful 
overthrow: For the earth opened her mouth and ſwallowed 
them up, and all they poſleſled (ver. 28, 29, 30, 31, 32) It is 
not for us to determine the fate of Schiſmatics, who deny the 
Scriptures, eludethe force of reaſon, and repeat the conduct of 
thoſe who periſhed But it is ſufficient for us, that however

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and fro, (from one opinion and Practice to another,) ſtagger- 
ing like a drunkard, or a Man at his wits end; Gob will men- 
tain the cauſe of the Juit, and by no means acquit the Guti'ry, 
He will rain Fire and Brimſtone, and an horrible Tempeſt on 
the Wicked; this ſhall be the portion of their cup (2/al. il. 0,3 


II. I ball anſwer ſome of the objections commonly made to

"bj. 1. But "A will ſay, our burdens are © heavy we cannot 
bear them 


Anſ. They are heavier in many countries leſs able ro bear 
them; and yet for the ſake of Peace, each individual cheerfully 
bears his proportion: nor can public ſaſcty be maintained, with- 
out a public Fund. Beſides, the ſeditious practices of the Day, 
are calculated to increaſe, rather than diminiſh the burdens 
complain'd of. And as to the ex:reme poverty of many among 
us, while a ſplendid Court is maintained, tho? this is a bone 
of contention with ſome;) what connexion is. there between 
theſe Subjects? that any ſhouid make them a pretext to their 
ſeditious practices? Can any country exceed our example, ' ay 
to proviſion for the pqor ? Or is any country more hoſpitable in 
relieving the ſick and the maimed? Are we not adorned by 


A certain ſeducing author, labours to work vp the lower claſs to ſedition, 
by infinuating that the burden lies chiefly on the poorer ſort; or at leaſt 
that the higher ranks do not bear their proportion ; hut by taking an im- 

partial furvey; we ſhall ſce hew far he 1s miſtaken, and that the revenue 
1s levyed with a partiality in favor of the Poor. A few inſtances will 
prove this. For iuſtancc, Carriage Duty, Hackney Horſes, Stamp Duty, 
and Extra Servants. Who ere affected moit by theic? the Rich or the 
Poor ? And eveu the Window Tex, (couldercd their greateſt Grievance 
of all, falls moſt hezvy on thoſe who have large illuminated bouſes in own

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Hoſoitals and iſp-nCaries, almoſt innumerable on the public 


Bounty? nd is not the country an Aſylum for the ſtranger 
in his diſtreſs? Beſides, haye we not reaſon to believe, that 
half the poverry of our country proceeds from [ndolence, Indiſ- 
cretion, youthſul imprudence, and extravagance? Theretore, 
every mau ought to reap the fruits of his own conduct, whether 
indolent or induſtrious ; nor is there more encouragement for 
the latter, in any country in Europe; or under any Govern- 
ment in the known world.—lt is true, misfortunes attend us 
all through life; and may involve us in poverty and miſery, 
where there has been no imprudence, But proviſion is made 
for ſuch : In different ways: nor will Gop ſuffer them to be 
forgotten in their diſtreſs. Bread ſhall be given them, and 
their water ſhall be ſure. | 


Obj, 2. But another will ſay, our Government is in many 
things corrupted, &c. 


Anſ. Few bodies are free from all diſeaſes, and remedies 
improperly implied, are frequently ;worſe than the diſeaſe: 
So would a Revolution be in this Kingdom, I do not pre- 
tend to inſinuate, tbat the Britiſh Code is in all reſpects per. 
fect, or that in all caſes the adminiſtration of Juſtice is impare 
tially adminiſtered, that could hardly be expected among fallible 
Creatures: nor would I {ay the health of the Conſtitution was ſo 
tar eſtabliſhed aboye the reach of meliorat ion, as to ſpurn at 
propoſals of amendment, if made with diſcretion. But an 
untimely application for this, might prove as unfortunate to 
the Intereſts of the Community, as our adverſaries (at the 
door) could with, Reformation is doubtleſs very deſirable 
among all orders of men; but I have already ſhown how we 
ought to begin it, viz. By fervent and perſevering prayers 
with domeſtic reſormation among ourſelves. Would to Gop 
this old faſhion method was again revived among us; ac. 
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cording to St. Pauls command + «Be careful for nothing, but 
in all things with prayer and ſupplication, with thankſgiving; 
let your requeſt be made known unto the Lord,” But whey | 
God is neglected as our guide, we are like ſo many blind men 
grovling in the dark. —Few people conſider the fatigues and 
anxieties of Government, in ſuch a large community; tho? 

they feel the weight and importance of Governing a ſingle ſa- 
mily. If men can break Gop's laws, and deſpiſe his Gover- 
which is perfect; no wonder they will cavil about human laws, 
and civil Government, which curb their rebellion, and bridle 
their licentious conduct. 


Obj. 3. But we are unequally repreſented as a people in Par- 
liament. 


An. This is not the fault of Government, but chiefly occa- 
ſioned by the viciſſitudes of time: Many Boroughs being almoſt 
 depopulated, fince the formation ot an Engliſh Parliament; 
and other towns riſing up the while, in different parts of the 
Kingdom, are flouriſhing by Trade and Induſtry, Were theſe 
communities incorporated, it would be a conſiderable ſtep 
towards an equal repreſentation ; nor is there a doubt of this 
being accompliſhed, if applied for in a proper way and at aproper 
time. But does this inequality ſpeak the propriety ofa Revolution? 
or a Republican ſorm of Government? or can a plea be collected 
from theſe things, to juſtify the ſedition of our modern leyeflers? 
Verily no! Beſides, how frequently have I heard, thoſe com- 
munities* that ſend no Member to Parliament, boaſting in their 
privileges, as having a right to carry on.any buſineſs with- 
out reſtraint, or the inconveniences of riot and bribery, which 
too frequently attend elections. Lay therefore the ſaddle on 

the right horſe, and not crowd the faults of a people on the

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bead of their Prince; for every man ſhall bear his own burden. 


(Gal. vi. 5. 


I am ſorry there ſhould be cauſe to lament the iniquitous 
conduct, of many communities who are incorporated, in their 
manner for electing Members of Parliament; and that ſuch 
people ſhould tax the Court with ambition, while they them- 
ſelves are chargeable with ſuch groſs corruption. How common 
is it for theſe people, to betray thei: Country, and ſell their 
vote on theſe occaſions, to the beſt bidder putting up, and 
then when their intereſts are neglected in Parliament, and 
they conceive themſelves oppreſſed, through the meaſures taken 
by ſuch repreſentatives ; they cry out againſt Government at 
large, and conceal themſelves from their own odium. It is hard 
to ſay, which part of ſuch conduct is moſt abominable! Such 
curled practices, muſt produce the like effects: nor can any thing 
proſper in Church or State, where ſuch iniquity prevails 
Gop's curſe is upon it, and tho' hand join in hand, the, oſſen- 
der ſhall not go unpuniſhed. Job ſays, Fire ſhall conſume 
the Tabernacles of Bribery.” (Fob x», 34,) The corrupt ions 
and venality of the Judges in Iſrael, firſt taught the people the 
neceflity of a King to bridle their avarice, and ſuppreſs their 
Briberies. (1 Sam. vin, 3, &c.) The ſons of Samuel walked 
not in the ways of the Lord, but turned aſide after lucre, and 
took bribes, and perverted judgment. By thele things the 
land is now defiled, and groans under her inhabitants! 
Men who can ſo bately ſell their conſcience and country, would 
doubtleſs ſeli their King, had they opportunity! In fine, the 
men who can receive bribes, axe not to be truſted, in the 
way of temptation. 


Obj. 4. Bur a fourth will ſay, many countries do better, 
and flour:ſh more without a King, than we do with one, &c.

AM. I diſpute the aſſertion—Nor can the fubtle windings 
of Republicans, defend their ſyſtem, from a juſt cenſure on this 
ſubject. Which ofthe Republics in the world, Holland, Swit- 
zerland, Venice, Genoa, or America, &c. can equal our 
flovriſhing ſtate, in commerce and agriculture? London itſelf, 
may vie with Venice, or the moſt flouriſhing Republican 
. Sea-port in the world? Nay, where ſhall an equal be found? 
And what is our envied happineſs to be attributed to? only 
{under Gop,) to the lenity and indulgence, the rectitude and 
glory of our laws and Conftitution, Beſides, while they try 
to avoid what they think an evil in Monarchial Government; 
they fall into a much greater, under Republican forms. For, 
firſt of all, they muſt eleft a ſubſtitute under fome different 
title, and inveſt him with power to act as their head; and 
ſecondly by taking the power out of Gop's hand, they reject 
- his ordinance. The penalty of the laſt is awful! - And the 
former is attended with inconveniencies: Nor can we expect 
elected Governors to act for nothing. Every man ouy ht to be 
paid for his time 2nd labour, according to the importance of 
the buſineſs engaged in. The Ox is not to be muzzled that 
treadeth out the Corn. (7 Cor ix, 9.) If Kings are Gon's Mini- 
ſters, (as we have already proved, ) they are to be ſupported 
according to the dignity of their office. For who goeth a 
- warfare on his own charges? Who planteth a Vineyard, and 
.eateth not the fruits thereof? Or, who feedeth a Flock, and 
 eateth not of the milk of the Flock? It would be a reproach to 
our nation, ſhould the Soyereign live like a private Squirc, or 
bear a public burden with a private property; while the Nation 
is living in peace, and wallowing in wealth, 


Nothing can be more abſurd than the ſyſtem of Levellers, 
view it in what light you wil; whether as to property or au- 
thority. We may learn from daily experience, and ſi om a 
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thoaſand things in nature, that if all men had equal authority, 


there would be neither order nor authority among us. Even 
the domeſtic happineſs of a ſingle family, woulc ſink into diſ- 
order and confuſion, without ſome head to govern : Nor can 
any Government exiſt, withont ſubordination, Theſe things 
are obſerved even in Heaven; and want of allegiance, and 
ſubmiſſion to this divine order, was the cauſe of the angels 
falling from their firſt eſtare, to the miſery-of chains and dark- 
neſs, . horror and impriſonment for ever, This doctrine is 
believed by the moſt uncivilliz'd barbarians on the face of the 
earth! And . ſhall Chriſtians reject it? Gop forbid !-—The 
former yield a Cheerful ſubmiſſion. to their reſpective heads, 
chiefs, and elders ; and ſerve them as ſuch, with their lives in 
their hands! And ſhall we refuſe to ſerve ourſelves and coun- 
try, under a mild Prince? furely no !-—=The very jbeaſts and 
infects would condemrr our rebellion, by their ſtrict obſeryance 
of order. Mr, Wildman obſerves, in his deſeription of Bees, 
that they are like a well governed City; having a Queen over 
them, to whom they pay an implicit obedience. But ſome wilt 
anſwer, men are jurely wiſer than beaſts and inſects; it is 
true, they are wile to do evil, but to do that which is good, 
they have naturally no underſtanding. Let the daring Deiſt, 
and preſumptious Infidel, look to theſe tranſitory tribes, and 


view examples in them, worthy the imitation of immortal 
. beings! And while they read, let them tremble at the 1 


«Behold ye deſpiſers wonder and periſh!“ 


The anarchial ideas of equality, in point of property, are qual- 
ly abſatd and impoſſible: Nor could any but an [dle ignorant 
Mob deſire it. Suppoſe an attempt of this ſort were made, 
and the opulent were to impart their property, in equal por. 
tions to the poor, and ſo undreſs themſelves to equalize their 
neigubours ; ſuch equality would not laſt one week: For the 

Idle 
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Idle would indulge his Eaſe, the Epicure his Appetite, the 
extravagant his profuſion, and the vain and affected, their 
pride and pageantry. In ſhort, ſuch principles are the moſt 
deſtructive to care and Induſtry, and directiy calculated to en- 
courage the works of Satan. Once efſtablih this ſyſtem, and 
PII bid adieu to all the bleſſings of civil ſociety: This wonld 
deſtroy the ſtimulation, enervate the Genius, and confound 
the deſigns of induſtrious men! in fact, this ſcheme (ſo much 
deſired by many,) is not only repugnant to the word of Gon, 
but is pregnant with as many curſes, as would fill a volume, 
only to name them! Nor can any man of principle or property, 
give ſuch a manſtrous hypotheſis a peaceable lodging in his 
houſe, 


_ Ghz. 3. But ſays a fifth, hereditary Government is dange- 
rous to the liberties of the Subject, as ſuch cannot be always 
the choice of the people, and beſides, a wiſe King may have 
a weak ſon, (ſays Mr. Paine, &c.) 


Anſ. In the ſirſt place, hereditary Kings, are preferable in 
every ſenſe to elected ones; being more ſcriptural, (conſe- 
quently more approved of by Gop;) and the moſt effectual 
way to prevent factions and parties, tumults and briberies 
among the Populace; And ſo far from endangering the liber- 
ties of the people, it is abſolutely the beſt method to preſerve 
them! For while the one might buy and ſell the people like 
ſheep, the other will feel it his intereſt, to maintain and 
defend them, in their rights and privileges ; ſeeking their 
good, and that of their Poſterity. Is it not a natural ſuppo- 
ſition, that a man will be more anxious about the repairs 
and improvements of an hereditary freehold. eſtate, than one 
4hat van from his Poſterity on his Death? In the former, 
a proſp his own friends and family, enjoying the fruits of 
bi r labour, muſt be a conſiderable ſtimulus to in - 

| vigorate 
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vigorate his actions: But on the other hand, that man wonld 


have very {lender inducemeuts to exert himſelf for the public. 


good, when his children were likely to be cut in pieces, by 
the Factions ofthe next Election. Beſides, who would expect that 
happineſs under an Elected King, (or pay that homage to him,) 
that is due to the Loxps Vicegerents? Indeed if we conſider the 
circumſtances attending the Election of an Emperor, and the 
ſtanding forces, ſometimes neceſſary on theſe occaſions ; Reaſon 
muſt turn the ſcale in favor of an hereditary quiet, and peacea. 
ble Succeſſion; (If it were undecided by the moſt high.) Beſides, 
as there will always be two Parties in Elections, it is but na- 
toral to ſuppoſe that when party ſpirit runs high, the victorious 
party will not only trinmph over the vanquiſhed, but treat 
them as ſo many caſt-ways: And there will be always people 
enoughto add fuel to the fire of animofity, till at laſt ſome- 
thing ſerious enſues. Thus while one party enjoys the royal 
Partiality, the other will attempr to undermine the Throne. 
And ſetting theſe evils aſide, it is fifty to one if a perſon ele- 
vated to the Throne from the inferior ſtations, would not be in- 
toxicated with the glory of Monarchy: while the lawful heir, 
is gradually prepared under proper Tuiticn for entering the 
important poſt. Beſides, people are not always to have their 
choice, but are bound to abide by the Loxp's choice; or en- 
dure the conſequence which many have ſmarted by. That 
our choice muſt be given for Gep*s, will appear very clearly, 
by reading I. Sam. xvi: Where we ſee the ſons of Jeſſe paſ- 


ſing before Samuel, as candidates for the Throne of Iſrael, 


But even Eliab was rejected, tho” offered by his father, and 


admired by the Prophet; and David the choice of Go 
anointed as King. And however men might have ſuppoſed 


- their rights encroached on, Gop maintained his own preroga- 
tive, and the right of his anointed. But when men will do 


Gop's wark, they generally mar it in their hands; and when | 
they become their own caryers, generally cut their own fin- 


gers 
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gers. It is true, a wiſe King may have a weak ſon, and 
Gov may ſutier him to reign, as a ſcourge to impious people 3 
but this is not our caſe, Men are apt to view things ſuperfici- 
ally, and then inſtead of tracing their misfortunes to their true 
cavte, they begin diſputing God's right, to do what he will 
with his dn. They even claim rights, which Goo has never 
given them, and deny the wrongs he charges thein with. 


When heady minded-men, are purſving their favorite topics 
(hewever contrary to the word of God,) they w'll wade 
through blood to obtain them, tho? they periſh in their purſuit. 
If Kingly Titles are ſo diſguſtſul to the ſons of ſedition, we 
muſt naturally expect the ſacerdotal order (Biſhops, Prieſts, 
Deacons, &c.) will be equally the object of their envy; tho” as 
evidently inſtituted by divine anthority 1 Tim. tit, Cc. Cc. 
Thele degrees are of Apoſtolic Inſtitution; nor does the abuſe 
they are ſubject to, nor the declenſion of their piety, who may 
Ell theſe offices, render the inſtitution null or uſeleſs. But 
when people begin to level what Gop has conſecrated, they 
feldom fail to gratify their maſter, by attempts to level the 
authority of Gon himſelf: And thus indulging the Deiſtical 
principle, they are willing to ſuppoſe that Gop is altogether 
ſuch as themſelves (P/al I. 20.) Our Engliſh laws are )in ge- 
neral) founded in Scripture, and oor form of Government, is 
well known to be the admiration of the world! All men have 
an equal right, to demand juſtice when oppreſſed; and if the 
laws are not perverted, their grievances will be readily re- 
dreſſed: Yea, ſuch is the harmony of our Conſtution, that all 
ranks of people, have a mutual dependance on each other. 
The Prince wants the labour .of Peaſant, and the Peafant the 
protection of the Prince; a nobleman dares not ſmite his la- 
bourer without expoſing himſelf to juſtice, nor is his perſon 
inſulted, or his property embezzled without having laws in 
kis hand to puniſh, In ſhort, the Conſtitution of this Country 
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is like a well proportioned body; whoſe ſymmetry, and organi- 
Zation are renowned through the Earth! and the very detects 
which critics explore, tend to ſet ot the whole with greater 
luſtre, Thele are as ſhades in a painting, or as diſcords in

to orcater advantage. Nothing can come nearer St. Paul's 
_ deſcription of the Church, (or myſtical bed) of Chriſt) than the 
Conſtitutional form of our political body. He ſays (J. Cor. xii. 
12) we are all baptized into one body, and have been all 
made to drink into one ſpirit, The foot cannot juitly com- 
plain, becauſe it is not the hand; nor can the ear murmur, 
ecauie it is not the eye; ſince each of them anſwers an eſſen- 
tial purpoſe, and the body would be imperfe& without them: 
But take off the head and i: would be worſe than imperfect, 
for the life mult neceſlarily ceaſe. Here one may fee the poli- 
tical body depictured in all irs parts: The head (as the ſeat of | 
intellectual powers) to rule, with ears to receive reports, and 
eyes to watch over, and direct the body in the way of ſafety, 
The King is the head of the political body, his Miniſters are 
as eyes to reconoitre the general intereſt of the body,“ and the

repreſentatives of the nation, as ears to the voice ofthe people. 
Here are alſo hands for Induſtry, feet to ſupport the body, 
and all the other parts fitted with admirable wiſdom for the 
ſeveral offices aſſigned them, But ſhould we fee the feet or 
hands rebelling againſt the head, and attempting to level it | 
with the feet, becauſe of the dignity of its office; ſhould we | 
not pity the Inſanity of ſuch a perſon? and confider confne- 
ment in ſuch a caſe more proper than freedom? nor could eur 
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*I think withont injury to the ſacted text, we may accommodate the 
words of our Saviour, to our preſent purroſe, «It thine eye be lingle. thy 
whole body ſha'l be full of light.” While ournation 18 bleffed with a Mi- 
niſler of ſucn d {nt crefted conduct, and fhruug abilines; there ca be 0 
fear but our Poliwucal Budy will be full of light, aud continue the admiration 


ot the world, 
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Rights“ be protected from the Lunacy of modern polititians, 
were it not for our Jaws, and the vigoròous interpoſition 
of the civil Magittate. 


Can we reflect on the bloody Tragedies which have marked 
the clapled Year, without feeling a defire to annihilate the 
cauſc? ſhall we tamely ſubmit to be led by the blind, to facri- 
lice our bleſſings for an empty ſhadow ? ſhall we gratify rhe 
Ruffians who have mnrdered their Monarchs, by approving their 
conduct and following their examples? can we hear the guilt- 
leſs condemned by an illegal Tribunal. for ruling according to the 
laws of their anceſtoi s, and ſee tle accuſer become the Judge 
and not pity tneir deluſions who defire ſuch Liberty? and when 
we hear of their wiſhes, to bring all the ſurviving Monarchs like 
Louis to the Scaffold, it only demon ſtrates more fully the aw- 
{vl depravity of human nature; which ( when given up of Gop,) 
has no bounds to its licentiouine!s! but is catching at every 
Heretical Novelty, that Intereſted ſeducers may impoſe on the 
world, however dangerous and fatal to Society. But to flop 


this torrent ſhould every one that is Godly make his prayer 


unto the Lorp in a time when he might he heard; ſo that in 
the great water-fiood, it may not come nigh him, 


Some may probably thirk I have treated this ſuject partially; 
nor is it hardy pollwle (while fighting with beaits of Ephelus) 
to be otherwile : But Gov forvid I ſhould be more partial than 
ſcriptural, tho? in a good cauſe. The party I am contending 
with ought tobe revuked ſharply, be caule theyare to be blamed 
for departing from the truth (77, 1. 13.) Lhe Apoſtle found 


many characters of this ſort in his day; and ſtiling them unruly, 


vain Talker,, and Deceivers, whoſe Meowths mul ve ſiopped, u ho 
ſubverted whole Houſes, Teaching things which they ought not, 
(ver. 10. 11) David cut off the fKirt oi Saul's gai ment ouly, 
when he caught him in the Den; but had Saul found the ſame 
opportunity, he would have probably cut off Davids head; 
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Thus would I wiſh like David, by Scripture and reaſon to con- 
vince thoſe people of their inconſideration, who at the ſame 
time will not heſitate to condemn my conduct, with the cauſe 
] ſerve, Lt we are commanded to do good to all men, and this 
Treatiſe has the leaſt tendency to accompliſh that End; I muſt 
be in the way of my duty, when endeavoring thus to ſerve my 
country. Lam happy to find we are not without witneſſes co 
atteſt rhe Glory of Britiſh Liberty,“ and I ſincerely hope their 
attempts will be. crowned with much ſucceis, in circles where 
tuis work may never come. 


I have read ſome recent publications, on the Republican 
ſyſtem, and do not wonder at ſome good men being at firſt 
enſnared by their ſpecious pretences; but let them read again, 
and then determine. Remember, the ſnare is not laid in the 
ſight of any bird, but concealed as a trap: The Angler conceals 
the hook, under a tempting bait, that the unguarded fiſh may 

thereby be taken, Satan himſelf alſo is transformed into an 
| Angel of light, that the unwary may fall into his ſnare, 
Therefore the more ſpecious the arguments, the greater cau- 
tion is neceſſary in reading them, as the pill may convey poi- 
ſon unawares, Thus have I delivered my ſentiments with an 
honeſt freedom, and ſhall conclude by recommending the pe- 
ruſal of the ſubject, as founded in Gov's word; Not doubting, 
but all who have ſeriouſly weighed it, will join me in praying, 
$GOD SAVETHE KING !”
